THE TRADE OF AMOY. 


_— ---~—- 
(Daily Press 25th September.) 

The report on the trnde of Amoy for 1904, 
by Mr. Consul Havssex, shows a very note- 
worthy increase in th» net value of imports 
and exports. For the previous three years 
it kept steady enuugh, at £2,742,925 in 
1901, £2,794,406 in 1902, aud £2,756,442 
in 1903. Last year it jumped to £3,071,647, 
the b-ggest share of that being £1,424,091 
worth of foreign goods imported; and it 
was this improved demand for foreign 
products that mainly accounted for the 
increate. The gross value of the Amoy 
trade, in foreign vessels, was £3,649,099. 
The item of £607,451 shown as re-exported 
represents mainly Formosan tea. Hongkong 
and other British dependencies contributed 
66 per cent. of the foreign importutions, 
while Formosa sent 29 per cent. Very little 
r turned to Hongkong, onlv nine per cent; 
but Singepure and the Straits claimed 
‘torty p r cent. of tha export, The Fermosan 
tea and other re-exporis, or 84 per 
cet. of them, went te America A noy's 
chief foreign supplies were f odstuffs, 
(£436,446 toreigu and £155,696 Chinese) 
cotton goods (£380,582) nd  oxium

It has not affected the price of 
local products, at any rate, and Mr. Winnie 
suggests that “the marked.development of 
the export trade is due to more permanent 
causes.” Swatow, of course, directly taps 
the trade of theimportant cities, Chaochoufa 
and Sanhopa, and its ‘history affords n 
typical illustration of the immense: com- 
mercinl fields that must. be still lying fallow 
in China for lack of adequate communica- 
tion with the outside world. 


Cotton imports to Swatow increased from 
£270,695 werth in 1908 to £287,403 Inet 
year; not a big increase, perhaps, but 
decidedly satisfactory in view of the fact 
that the high prices ruling must have 
checked the demand, and that Shanghai has 
takeu away much of Chaochoufu’s indigo 
dyeingindustry. Indian yarn worth £526,554 
was imported, and only £2,994 worth of 
Briti-h, The latter was a drop from £9,254 
in 1903; but Indian had increased much 
more than correspondingly ; and here again 
in view of the higher prices, the symptoms 
ofa healthy, growing demand afford grounds 
for satisfaction. Mr. Writs notes that 
opium imports are generally regarded as an 
index to the prosperity of a district, and as 
the prosperity was very much in evidence, 
he considered it “ somewhat curious” that 
there should be a decline in the value of 
foreign opium imported, In 1903 were 
imported 785,478 lbs. worth £575,650 ; last

__We have no seismoloyical experts, I believe, 
in Hongkong, though something has been men- 
tioned about “ seismographs ” being lent by 
Hongkong to.

The remarks of Mr. Shewan are, however, 
deserving of s-rions attention, Are tho British 
really being slowly driven ont of the trads of 
China? His not the value of British trade 
with China beea coostantly on the inorease ? 
Mr. Shewan I fancy, would not content 
that “our old position in the Far East” 
was gained becuse the British youth of 
former days did not go in so much foe 
sport. My impression, gathred mainly from 
books, has b-en that though there was not 
so much glorification -of sport as there is in the 
Colony to-day, the average Colonial devoted far 
more time to Lis recreations than does the man 
of to-day. The British had no competition 
in those days and now there is competition and 
plenty of it, and I think the Briti-h are learning 
the truth that “in trade and commeroo to-day 
the race is to the man who gives himself entirely 
up to it.” ~ 

The question of the registration of p.rtners 
in Chinese firms is an old one in this colony 
and hos been disoussed’ in Singapore and 
Penang, and probably-whorever else there is a 
Chinese community having odmmercial relations 
with Europeans. , A memorandum by Mr. 
Stewart Lockbart,'ex Colonial Secretary, which 
was published four or five years ago tells us 
that the question was raised as far back as 1874 
when the Chinese] community petitioned for 
some system of registration of Vhinase partners, ' 
‘und ever since that year the question has b-en 
re-opened at intervals, but bas always beea 
allowed to drop.”* In 1991 the Government 
appointed a committee to inquire into the 
question, and the committee unanimously 
decided (though for different reasons) that 
it would be inadvisable to introduca a Bill 
for the Registration of Partners in Chines 
firms. The general ground for such a deci ion 


was that it would be impracticab'e to give due‘ 


effect to such legis'ation. Since then the evils of 
the want of some system have constantly been 
shown’ in the Supreme Conrt, and it 
will not have bean forgotten that Sir 
William Goodman, at the o'o of - his 
term as Chief Justio>, strongly’ urged 
the .need for legislation iu this conneotion. 
The evil is acknowledgad, but the means of 
correcting it have long been in dispute. As 
H. EH. the Governor is apparently willing to 
consider a definita statement from the Chamber 
of Commerce, the Chamber will no doubt con- 
side the subject again in the ligat of the 
experiences of the last five years,

DES VCEUX ROAD FIRE INQUIRY. 


vAt the Magistracyon September 28th Mr. 
F. A. Hazeland couducted an inquiry into the 
circumstances connected with the fire whioh 
occurred at the Cheung Lee Furniture shop, 
Des Vooux Road Ceutral, on the morning of 
the 9th instant. 
"+ Mr, R, A. Harding watched the proceedings 
on behalf of the owner of the premises and Mr. 
H. W. Looker (of Messrs. Deacon, Looker and 
Teacon) on beha‘f of the Meiji, the Western of 
Toronto, the North Germ in, the Liverpool aud 
London and Globe, the cun and I’Union Fire 
Insurancs Companies. 
Lau Sui, master of the Cheung Lee 
Farniture shop. stated that the fire broke 
out-at bis premises shorily after 2. am 
He and Lau Muk slept on the premises on the 
night in question. He slept on the second 
floor and went to bed about 1! pm. A noise 

_ awakened ‘him and he found the room full of 
smoke. He ran to the head of the stairs and 
saw smoke ascending from below. He then 
went. to the kitchen, openei the window, and 
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about the hands and face and went to see Dr. 
Jeu Hawk.! B-fore visiting the dootor he called 
on a friend in Pottinger Street who accompanied 
bim to the hospital He did not visit the shop 
for two or three days after the fire as he was too 
ill to leave the honse. He did not know how 
the fire originated, but there were lamps burning 
ou the stair cases each side of the 
shop. There ,was also a lamp burning 
on the first floor. He had been in the 
shop for ‘wo years and first started ‘nthe 
furniture Jine about five years ago. He never 
had a furniture shop in Canton. The shop was 
first insured for $45,000. but the insurance was 
increased £: $50,000 sometime before the fire. 
He valued his stock at the time of the fire at 
over $59,000, and had made up an account of 
it. 

To Mr. Harding —The Cheung Le business 
was started over ten years ago. For over five 
years his insurance had amounted to $45,020. 
His biggest insurance was with the Meiji Fire 
Insurance Co., for $20,000, and that policy was 
in forca before he removed to Des Voeux Road. 
He effected new insurances with other companies 
because they were customers of his and asked 
him to patroniss them. Kum Yik Chee was 
formerly a partuer in the Chung L2e firm, and 
ceased to be one because he had overdrawn his 
money. He did not owe any money to his 
landlord at the time of the fire. His money 
invested in other firms amounted to over 830,00), 
while his debts stood at over $10,000. 

To Mr. Looker—Ho first had a one-fourth 
share in the Chung Lee shop, which was worth 
$2.500. It was his father’s share, and was 
left tohim. He also put 87,50) cash into the 
shop, which was to buy. up the other partners, 
That was five years ago. For some months 
before the five he was not making much profit, 
but last year his profits amounted to $3,000 or 
$4.000. He made 26 or 30 per cznt. profit this 
year; that was calculated without deducting 
expenses. About $6,000 or $7,000 worth of the 
goods in his shop were not paid for: he bought 
them from commissicn agents in Hongkong. 
Besides this amount he owed his friends and 
relations from $7,000 to $8,010, and people 
abroad abont $5,000. If paid the full amount 
of his policies he would have about 8 2, 00 in 
cash when his debts were paid. His foki kept 
the books of the shop. 

The hearing was adjourned. 

The inquiry into the circumstances connected 
with the fire which occurred at the Chenng Lee 
Furniture shop, 29. Des Voux Road Central, 
in the early morning cf the 9th Sept., was 
continued before Mr. F. A. Hazeland at the 
magistracy on September 30th. 

Mr. H. W. Looker (of Messrs. Deacon, 
Looker and Deacon) represent:d the Fire 
Insurance Companies interested, and Mr. R.A. 
Harding appeared fo: the owner of the p:emises. 

Lau Sui, master of the shop, was further 
cross-examined by Mr. Looker He said the 
valne of the stock o: the premises at the 
time of the fire was over 851,00). 
stock was on the ground, first and s ond floors: 
He could not giv+ an e<timat» of the valua of 
the stocks on each floor, but got the to al value 
of the goods from bis books. A lot of gouds on 
the ground floor wera not burnt. Tue goods 
on the first floor were worth more than $2 ,0:)u, 
Th-y were new goods for sale, and there was a 
large stock of them. The stock on the second 
floor was also mostly new goode, and it wus of. 
abont the same value as the stock on the first 
floor. The goods on the ground floor were 
all samples and would nly b+ worth about 
410,00. ‘There were goods placed on the first 
floor about three cr four days before the fire, 
bat some of them were sold b-fore the 
fire occurred. He last , inspected tho 
first floor goods about ndon on the day 
before the fire. Goods were not constantly 
removed frim h’s shop for two or three 
months before the fire. His business was 
middling for two or three months before the 
fire. Messrs. Siem sen & Uo. pursthased about 
$3,000 worth of goods, some of which were 
taken from the ground and some from the first 
floor. At the end of August he had about 26 
fokis in his shop, over ten of whom slept on 
the premises. At the time of the fire he and 
Lau Mok were the only two sle«ping on the 


| not sleep on the first floor with witness. 
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gone away and others had died. For two or: 
three days prior to the fire there had been no- 
fokis sleeping on the premises. The number 
of fokis sle-ping on the premises was geting. 
less and less every day. The day befor: the fire 
there were, including witness, six fokis on the 
premises. They went away at seven o’clook 
that night. They did not. as a rule, sléep on 
the premises He did not know where the Wing - 
Wo Cheung shop was in Canton,. and had 
‘never heard of it. He had not visited Canton 
for a long time. .

Mr. Looker—Well, I put it to you as a fact 
that there isa shop in Canton recently estub- 
lished, carrying on business in’ European 
furniture, {o which you used to consign goods, 
and to which some of your fokis wont.—I never 
sent goods there, and I know that nono of my ~ 
fokis went there. ree 
Witness, continuing, said hehad not consigned 
any furniture to Canton recently, bat had put 
goods on board for Chinese, Japanese ‘and 
European customers in Canton. He had no 
shop in Macao, and: had not consigned any 
goods there this year.. Tha man who slept on 
the ground floor of the shop was thera 
as a watchman. That was the reason he fies 
en 
he awoke on the mornicg of the fire there was 
a lot of smoke, but he did not sae flames. He’ 
;even‘ually got down the rain pipe; this ‘would 
be a quarter of an hour aftar he woke up. He 
saw fire when he went to the window to ga: 
down the rain pipe. 
Mr. Looker—Can you explain how it is that 
although your hands and face were burnt, your 
1 garments were not touched. 
| Witness could not explain. 

Mr. Harding—They have since been washed. — 
Continuing, witness said the ground 
floor was. lit with electricity, and the stair 
ease Jig'/t, a'Ixmp, was on the first floor. 
There was another lamp on the second floor 
which ha extiuguished when he went to bed. 
Within a week of the fire his premises were 
visited by sinitary inspectors, The watchman 

ha! no interest in the firm beyond his wages. 

By Mr. Harding—His father was com- 
pradore of the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pavy. He advanced $20,900 odds to. the 
partnership io the business, which was paid in 
by his father. After he had dissolved with his 
partners he had a cash capital of more than 
$20,010. There were two houses where the fire 
broke out, with openings on the ground floor. 
The first foki became sick tw weeks before the 
fire and was taken tothe Tung Wa hospital, 
‘Ten of his fokis became sick and six died.

THE APPROACHING FANCY FAIR. 

The promoters of the Fancy Fair for raising 
funds for the St. Francis Xivier &chool, to te 
held on the 30th instant and 1st proximo, have 
abandoned their idea of holding the f ir in the 
Flora Garden, as they havo found ont that tho 
locality, although eminently suitable for the 
purpose, is rather far from the town, and 
inconvenient to both the promoters and the 
intending patronizers of the fair. As the feast 
of the Holy Rosary will also take place on the 
Ist proximo in the 8. Domingo's Church, and 
near by isa new market just constructed but 
not yet opened, I would suggest that the fair 
be held there instead. The opening of the new 
market is fixed for the 28th instant, the 
anniversary of tho birthday of their most 
Faithful Majesties the King and Queen of 
Portugal, but there will be no difficulty in 
postponing the opening until after the fair, to 
enable the promoters to use the p'ace for that 

. purpose. The benefit which can be derived if 
my suggestion is carried out is obvious, I hear 
that the Rev. A. Gomes, the principal promoter 
of the fuir, has been receiving from various 
places ome very nice and valuable presents for 
the occasion, aud {h+se, no doubt, will be the 
means of attracting a large number of buyers 
of tickets for the fair, especially from your 
colony. ‘The piomoter is workisg very 
hard to make the fair a success, and he deserves 
pecuniary assistance from all. 

ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 

1 hear that this city will be lightediby elec- 
tricity for the first time ou the evening: of the 
28th instant, but how and from where the 
current will be obtained « am unable to énlighten 
your readers. The works are stil under 
construction, and most of the machinery and 
other necessary appliances are still lying on the 
Heungshkan wharf, to the great inconvenience 
of passengers to and from Macao and thos; who 
have occasion to make use of the wharf.

MARKETS AND MIDDLEMEN 
AT WUCHOW. 


Mr. Ac'ing-Consal Wilkinson, at Wuchow, 
says @ greit deal has been writien in previous 
reports on the trade of Wuchow, of the m rket 
that exi-ts there for such articl s as fancy 
soaps, scents, belts, cutlery, biscu ts, cond nsed 
milk, medicines, and even feeding bottles; 
“though I have never yet heard of a: h nese 
mother usinz one, I have had to reply to 
numerous eoquiries from the m-kers «f suc 
articl s in the United Kingdom.” He ex- 
plains that, “though there is a sale at this 
port in a small way for wost of th se artic es, 
owing to the conditions under which busin-ss 
is carried on at Wuchow, it is quite im- 
possih'e for the Consul to be of any assistance 
to exporters ut home in placing their parsic- 
wir productions on ‘the market. The fr ign 
goods shops at this port, and in fact at 
every town in this province, are all branch 
establishments of Chinese firms in the Caut on 
provines, principdly at Fatshan. Wh-n any 
of these shops need u fresh stock of goods ths 
manager sends a rough list of the kind of 
articles he wants to his priucipils, who for- 
ward if to their buyers at Hongkong, leaving 
the choice aprarently very much to their 
discre'ion.” . There are no who'esale dealers 
in foreign goods at Wuchow, anJ Mr. Wilkin- 
son states that the British manufacturer who 
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CHINA OVE° LAND TRADE R®PORT, 


wishes to plue his ..ols on that market 
can only do sv at pres nt by getting into 
touch through his agents in China with the 
native merchants at Hongkong, wh» act as 
busers for Chines: firms on th: mainland. It 
his often been urged on British merch nts in 
China that they should end avour to dispense 
with the services of these midulemen by dealing | 
directly wilh tueir principals ; but fer goods, | 
the saleof which is limited. it app-ars fo the | 
Acting ( o1-sul tha: th- present system is the 
most advantageous for all pirties, Even in tho 
case of piece voods, with which our trade is 
chiefly cancarned, there can, ha says, be littls 
fault to find with the system. “ Apparently, it 
does not enhanca the cost of the gouds, for 
shirtings of every description are sold here and 
in the inerior at prices which one would 
imagine cannot leave any margin of profit to 
the importer. A case has been mentioned to 
me of a British merchsnt doing a large business 
in piece-goods in Hongkong who, to try and 
increase his sales, opened an agency at this port. 
He gave it up «fter a short tris becausa he found 
that his own “chop” of shirtings was b-ing 
sold cheaper in Wuchow by his [fongkong 
clients than he himsalf conld afford to soll it. 
The explanation given to me is that shirlings 
and Indian y.ro hare, like opium, become almost 
a medium of exchange at this port and in ils 
hinterland, and the importer looks for his profit 
to the nativa produce for which he barters his 
goois, or which he purchases with the proceeds | 
of th ir sale. There are probably other reasons as 
well, such a3; keen competition, to account for | 
the low cost at which pi-ce-goods are sold in this } 
province, bnt there can be no question that the | 
eff-ct is excellent on the trade.” 

The vegetable oils produced in Kuangsi 
province, particularly aniseed, cissia, groundnut 
and wood oils have a high reputation in China, 
and the supply, which is small, is not nearly 
equal to the demand The ma-srnificent for-s's 
in the north of the provinces and in Kueichow 
abound also in all kinds of valuable woods, pro- 
ducing camphor, rubber, paper, soap and tallow, 
which have not as yet been put to any com- 
mercial use. The miuveral wealth of Kuangai 
is said, too, to be very consid»rable, thourh not 
on the very best of evidences. Some of the 
‘mines, however, according to the Acting-Consnl, 
are unquestionably valuable. 
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TREATY PORTS OR “TRADING 
: CENTRES.” 


Now that so many inland Treaty ports, or as 
we generally term them for purposes of dixtine- 
tion, “trading e-ntres” ar- b-ing voluntarily 
opened by China, the proclamation by the 
Changsha authorities which we reprod:ce else- !

- almost entirely derived from the regular coast 
trade of the company, there having been no 
Government or special charters duri:g the 
period under review. Reference has been 
made ‘n tha report to the sale of the Thales 
and Harloong. Both thesu stesriers were too 
small for our present trade, avd as their 
running expenses were but lijtle less than 
those of a steamer of almost. doublé capacity, 
they had ceased to be remunerative for some 
time past. The question of a new steamer of 
larger capacity to replace those sold, has been 
temporarily shelved but will be brought for 
ward when the outlook for shipping in the 
East, is more yropitious. Competition with 
the subsidized Japanese line still continues, 
but at the present time the remaining steamers 
of the Douglas Company are earning fair 
freights. We were fortunate in having funds 
available ata time when money was in good 
demand, and you will learn from the accounts 
that the company has now e. considerable 
sum out on mortgage which bears an average 
rate of interest of nearly 8} per cent. 
The income under this heading, will show a 


considerable increase in next yrar’s accounts, 


and we ate Lopeful that at the next gcneral 
meeting, we shall b3 able to show a better result 
on the year’s working generally. In the cir- 
cumstances the gencral managers and consult- 
ing committee, after due consideration, have 

_ decided to declare a dividend of 7 per cent 

' which' virtually absorbs the whole of the actual 
profit on the year’s working, to carry $7 -,638.79 
to credit of the reserve fund, and to wrile off 
8 per cent. from the value of the Company's 
properties (less the amouut of the reseive fund). 
Before moving the adoption of the report and 
accounts, I shall be pleased to answer any ques- 
tions that shareholders may wish to put.

| fleet. Thus with what was supposed to be a 


fairly good year (one better than the normal) as 
the past one, and with 4 free field without any 
keen opposition from our competitofd the Japa- 
nese (as the latter were obliged to charter foreign 
steamers at very high prices to t ke the place 
of their steamers which were employed by the 
Japanese Government as transports), our actual 
return from the working of the steamers 
amounted only to the sum of $88,618.84. This 
net outturn represents 4.41 per cent. on: the 
value of &975,000 of the steamers. With 
this fact before us, it must be admitted 
that the company's position is anyth-ng 
but a satisfuctory one; at any rate its 
earning powers have been ro materially im- 
paired that, ag an enterprise, its ability to 
acquire for shareholders remuneratice divid- 
ends. is fairly on the road to extinction. To 
pay dividends out of profits accrued from sales 
of steamers and interest on mortgages, etc., is 
faking us rather beyond the line and scope of 
the business for which the company was 
originally constituted. Besides. profits from 
sales of steamers.are a remote contingency and 
cannot be+xpected every year. and should not 
be fallen back upon for dividends. What most 
seriously engages our attention now is the 
question whether or not the company's fleet 
as now running, and with the prospective 
immediate resumption of competition by our 
indefatigable rivals-~ the Japanese—can make 
iis way to pay the shareholders adequate 
dividends on the assets of the company. I 
may remark in pissing that should the company 
make ita rule of writing off eight per cent. 
from the steamers’ value it would be found that 
the amount accrued from steamers’ working 
pure and simple will not suffice to provide the 
wherewithal fcr this prudent and advisable 
yol:cy. At present the essets of the company 
in cash and steamers, etc., amount to abont 
$1,4 0,000 and yet the shares are quoted at half 
the value, viz., 2,000 shares at $35 per share, 
equal to £700,000. Why this disparity, is an oft 
enough heard question. It is simply because 
the company has proved itself, for a number of 
years past, incapable of earning dividends com- 
mensurate with the capital at its disposal. The 
prospect is anything but promisirg, and it 
requires no power of prescience to foretell that 
the position of. the company will not only 
retrograde but there is every likelihood that the 
rate of retrogression will be such as tu foredoom 
if to extinguishment much sooner than it should 
be pleasant to contemplate. Isn't it about time, 
with the experience of recent years, that the 
general managers in conju stan with the 
consulting committee should davis: some means 
of turning the valuable assets of the company to 
better ends? I hear there isa syndicate who 
will be willing to offer 85") per share.nd buy up 
the company. Will the general managers con- 
sider such a proposal, or will they endeavour to 
suggest any other scheme to promote the inter- 
est of the shareholders ”

ABSCONDING DEBTOR. 

Last year o Canton merchant named Wong 
Pak Kwong failed in business. and absconded 
to Tonkin. He was indebted to the various 
local banks for considerable suma, the aggregate 
being something like 70,000 taels. The bankers 
reported the matter to Viceroy Shani through 
the Chamber of Commerce shortly after the 
debtor atsconded. A few days agu the bankers 
got the Bank Guild Chung hum Tong, to 
petition the Viceroy requesting him to grant 
passports to Lui Yung Shing and Yeony Chi 
Yu, whomthoy haveappointed as their attorneys, 
to proceed to Tonkin tu institute actions aga nst 
Wong Pak Kwong for the recovery of theic 
debts. His Excellency is reported to have 
replied :—“ I have perused carefully the 
contents of your petition. It appears that tue 
Chamber of Commerce had previously com- 
municated to me in the same matter, and on 
receipt of their letter I requested the 
French Consul to communicate the faots 
of your ease to the Governor of Tonkin. I 
noticed that the names stated in your petition 
do not agree with those indicated in the letter 
of the Chamber of « ommerce, which I hare 
already forwarded to the Governor of Tonkin 
Abrough the French Consul.” The Viceroy 
thereupon reprimands the petitioners for tueir 
carelessness in supplying names different from 
the first iustance, and brinys to their attent on 
that if passports had been granted, as at first 
‘requested, tue bearers may not haves oren ab‘e 
to identify themselves and consequently not 
have been permitted to land or proeeed with 
their action.

ue ge evances voiced by “ Griffin” in the 
columns of the VW C. Daily News are by no 
means peculiar to Shanghai, as many a Ho -g- 
koug griffin knows to his cost. He suffers in 
precisely tha ime way, and in nine cases out 
of teu he is the victim of gross misrepreson- 
tation at the other end. 

I cannot say much about the cost of living 
in Shanghai, but it appsars to mo that $188 
per month is, indeed, a modest sum for a 
domest.cated Englishman, with a taste for 
sumothing a cut above the common lodging 
house, to expend. One thing I do know, and 
that is, #188 per month would do precious 
little in Hongkong, where the necessaries of 
life are becoming more and more expensive 
every day. house rent in partioulur going up by 
leaps and bounds. 

Now, Mr. Editor, before proceeding any far- 
ther it willbe welifor usto realise that hotels and 
bearding establishments in this colony are run 
with « view to making money and not as philan- 
thropic institutious, moreover the proprietors 
expect a good pe: centage on their outlay—-and 
they get it! at whosa expense I leave you to 
decida. 

As [have previously stated, I have had several 
years in Hongkong, and perhaps my «xporiences 
11 the way of housekeepivg. ete.—w ich ars th 
same, I imagine, as the majority. of similarly 
situated, young men in this colony—may lead 
you to modify your views somewhat, : 

My first attempt was in a well-known 
boarding establishment on the lower level, and 
it was necessary to climb many stairs before 
entering the sacred portals of this “ first class 
residential quarter” as it was grandiloquently 
termed in the advertisement. Tho arrauge- 
ment we came to was that I should pay $75 
per month aud share the room. The chow 
was bad, the attendance ditto, and the 
bathroom, which was situated at the other-end . 
of the house, a glorified pig-sty; and it was 
apparently occupied as a bedroom by the amah 
at night-time. 

My second attempt eras me to (he mys 
teries of hotel life in the Far East, and I was 
informed that 8110 was quite the lowest figure 
possible, unless I cared to share the room, ia 
which cage they would seo if they could make 
it $95. This I tried, and what with tips for 
boys. articles af clothing mysteriously dis- 
app: aring, h- tel chi s aud washerman's bills, 
tie monthly account ran up tov $15U, and no 
luxuries thrown in! ge:

CONSECRATION AT HUNGKONG. 


A very imp sing and interesting o remony 
took placecn the ist October at the Roman 
Catholic Cath dral, this being the consecration 
of the Right Rev. - Dominico Possoni, the 
Bishop of tavia and Vicar Apostolic of Hong: ° 
k ug. The Consecrating Prely o was’ Bishop 
M- nicetti, who was assisted hy Bishop C emente 
of Amoy and bish p Mérel of Canton. Tho 
ea hedral was devorated in red and white 
cloth festoons ‘or the occasion, and the effect 
was very pleasing.) The congregation was 
exceptionally numerous. and amongst those 
present were Mr. R. A. B Ponsonby, represent- 
ing H.E. the Governor; Admiral Jonquieres 
and several officers of the French cruiser 
Guichen; the Consul Goneral for Portugal and 
Br-zil. senhor-- onselheiro Romano; the Con- 
sul General f-r Italy, Chev. Volpicelli;| the 
Consuls for France, Belgium, Spain and Peru ; 
the vice-c nsul for Portugal, and a mandarin 
from Canton, who were all accommodated in 
special seats, Special accommodation was also 
provided for’ the presidents of the various reli- 
gious congregations in the Colony. The attend- 
ance of the clergy was large and representative, 
and included the Rev. Illidio de Gonvia, the 
Dean of Macao, representing the Bishop of 
Macao; Father Arbeight, representative o, 
the Jesnit-Fathers of Macao; Fathers Floreau 
representing the clergy of Canton; A. Bran 
J Leromt:, represen ing the Marie-Bethanie 
Hospital; Father Noval; and all the priests of 
the French, =panish and Italian missions. 
together with the Christian brothers. and 
the sisters from the Fronch and the Italian 
ecnvents. The Rev. G. Spada act-d as the 
maxter of ceremonies. The service began at 
8.15, and after the Bishops h:d robed, the 
Very Rev. Father de Maria (the Pro-Vicar 
Apostolic) read the Apostolic mandate. The 
Bishop elect having taken the usual oath 
before the Consor-ting Prelite, the various 
rites of tle consecration were gone through, 
the very so'emn ceremony lasting tor about two 
and a half hours. After the new Bishop 
bad ben anointed he was invested with the 
crezier, cross, ring, gloves and mitre (which had 
been previously blessed) and then placed on his 
seat by the consecrating Bishop, The Te Deum 
wae aft-rwards sung by tlie-cboir and the clergy, 
during which the Assis'ant Bishops coaducted 
thé new Bishop round the church, who, as he 
passed. gave his bl esi g to the people.

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ALLEGED MURDER AT KOWLOON. 


On Sept. 21st the p:lice were apprised of an’ 
occurreuce at Kowloon which at first. sight: 
bears indications of murder or manslaughter. 
A coolie named Yau Kam, came down from, 
the country to inform a coolie employed by a: 
local contractor that his father was sick and 
expressing the wish that he should return home. : 
This d+sire was conveyed to tha contractor 
who refused {o allow his emp!oyes to go, an 
altercation ensned be:iveen the coolie who 
brought the message and the confractor, bat 
the quarrel was not confined to the two. 
Others interfered and apparently Yau Kam 
was set npon by s-veral and so violently beaten 
that he succumbed about an hour afterwards, 
at 5.3", outsids the Police Station. “The affair. 
took placa on the Reclamation Works at 
Tsim '‘satsui. 

At the Magistracy on Sept. 22 fonr men were 
brought before Mr. G. N. Orme in connection 
with the fatal affray. Their names were Wang 
Hiog, Yan Tum, Won: Hong and Lui Sin, 
and they were charged with the wilful murder 
of Yau Kam at Kowloon on September 2Ist 
Inspector Langl-y axked for a remand till 
to-day, a request which was granted. 

The post mcrtem examination which took 
place ou sept. 22nd revealed the cause of death 
10 be rupture of the spleen. ‘The deceased was 
foundto have an enlarged spleen, and was 
kicked thervon by two of his assailants.

FIECE GOODS. 

Messrs, Noel, Murray & Co.’as Report on the 
Shanghai Piece Goods Trade, dated Shanghai, 
21st Se; tember, 1905, states: - Since our circular 
on the 14th instant the Piece Goods market has 
been very quict as far as Importers are concerned, 
and as regards business from first hands it can 
easily be placed firat as the dullest for some con- 
sideiable time past. Importers hava, however, 
still been fully occupied in turning uver the 
damages caused by the late typhoon. In many 
instances buyers have accepted goods with allow- 
ances from prompt clearance, but on the other 
hand much has been rv-jecte-| and been realized at 
Auction, where prices have been of an in and out 
nature. New cases of damages keop turning up, 
and at the moment it is premature to even 
estimate the damage done. Clearances we aro 
told have been good, but taken on a whole we 
doubt it. It must not be forgotten that in the 
eurlier part of this manth acarocely anything was 
taken away and that, practically epeaking, three 
weeks deliveries have been made in ten days. 
Apart fr mthe attraction of the damaged cargo 
auctions there is little doubt that there are orders 
in the market for certain classes of goods, and 
Natives then s:lves admit that a considerable 
business could be done with Vladivostock if 
steam: re could only te found to carry the goods, 
shipment from here being impossible as Japan 
still retains her privilege to seize steamers until 
Peace has been properly ratified, Both the 
Northern markets and the River Ports have been 
clearing well, but no new business is roported.
